In a brlcl outline of China's contact

-rstions,- and the introduction of Chris- 
t;an;ty was followed by Imperialism. 
Outline* First Contact 

Japan followed foreign countries to 
China, and in ISSS came the first clash 
as a result of 'which defeated China 
c-»ded Formosa, and several seaports in 
\Ianchurla were opened. This was fol- 
lowed by the 21 de-mands in 1915. On 
September IJ, in"l, Japan fired the 
first bullet at Muckden, and within 
three months three northeast provinces 
•Were taken ox'er. 

Japan has flooded tie world with 
fheap goods, said Mr. Hsiao, and cot- 
ton merchants all over the world are 
worried. The conquest of Maachurlo 
has really, been an economic failure for 
Jcpsa."' Bhei invested two blllloa yea 
•here, but the oil, iron, coal, timber 
■■xTii other resources require a long time 
'or rrofruibU developsienr, s-o that she 
iias so far not yet realized hor invest- 
ment, according to Hsiao.

In accordance with the decision 
rcach<rd at the Second Annual Confer- 
ence these pro'JpE arc being formed to 
enable students to gain some insight 
into the whole question, rather than 
the general vagueness which exists on 
such .matters .at present Tho topics 
of each group are as follc/ws: 

Democracy, Education, and Peace, 

Canada and the i:wpire, 

Canada and the League of Nations, 

Basis Causes of War. 

According to Bernard Miller, nev/ly 
elected General Secretary of the Move- 
ment ♦'these (groups arc to form the 
very heart of our v.ork for peace. 1'tiey 
are not meant to be an occasion of 
airing views and prejudices, but should 
serve as an opportunity for coordinat- 
ed «tudy oil a question that U of vital 
importance to every student."

JT Is seldom tt ever that one can leave 

any dress rehearsal without the 
feeling that all Is lost. Hence the fact 
that X did not leave the Workshop's 
dress rehearsal last night feeling as 
gloomy as I should have felt, surpris- 
ed me considerably. For Workshop 
plays are usually rather grim for two 
reasons; they are the training ground 
for absolutely untried actors in the 
hands of' even less tried directors. The 
workshop is the Players' Club's school 
of the theatre, Its productions are in 
the nature of examinations with the 
audience as an impartial Judge. Last 
night however the actors and directors 
thoroughly surprised everj-one out of 
their usual dress rehearsal lethargy. 
The two plays were handled In a man- 
ner from which all traces of amateur- 
ishness and charlcature dramatics were 
noticeably ab:ent. | 
The first play "Murder In Holl>-wood" j 
is by a Montreal author and presents: 
what I hope Is a rather unusual as- 1 
pect of Hollywood e.xistance in a re- 
freshingly farcical manner. The au- 
thor sets up as his central idea a mur- 
der, which Is committed on the set 
during the shooting of a scene. The 
rest of the play concerns Itself with 
(ho solution ot tho crime In a fashion 
well calculated to throw into high re- 
illcf tho absurd petty hates and Jealous- 
' les which entangle the whole cast. No- 
(nblo among the performances turned 
In during this piny was that of Cuba 
Stewart who simulated the airs of a 
haughty" If "cul-li»d," actress rtylng to 
appear ns tho tyi'loal uncut-bud In- 
genue to pciteclion. Tho rest of the 
ciust cannot be evaluated imllvldually 
duo to (he fact that their teamwork 
made thein un ardstlc unit In which In- 
dividual slll'ï were cleverly covered up. 
Vv^wnt "Itehearsal" 
The secoitj play, "Rehears;*! ", was if 
anything allj .»(ly better than the pre- 
ledlng one. For one thing U had a 
.Hmaller vam and lent Itself more easily

A Plague On Idealism 

IDEALISM, always a potent and -firenerally 
* a dangerous force, has in the last few 
years become something of still greater 
scoT)2 — a pivot for the entire swing of 
national and individual emotions on a 
grandiose scale never attained before save 
by the Church. Political idealism, par- 
ticularly of the more prominent -blends 
of fascism and communism, has estab- 
lished in certain parts of the world a pow- 
er all the more complete because it is 
based on this strongest of all man's in- 
hibitions, the ability of implicit belief. 
This modem idealism is in a sense new 
due to its unconventional enthusiasm en 
niasst. The older idealisms left men set- 
tled and conservative — their whole aim 
tended that way, it was the dictum of the 
classes dictating the ideals — whereas 
the idealism rampant today whether in 
)>olitics or art or any phase of existence 
is most often made most delectable by the 
colouring of novelty. The sweep oJ' a so- 
cial force is given thi.s idealism by the 
full drive of radio, newspaper, and raa;ga- 
isine, together with the still vital eloquence 
of the human voice. It is a factor that 
catches the progre.S!< of civilization and 
must Ije taken into considerution. 

The oi diiiury idealisms are dangerous 
enough, dulling and opiating as they do 
the minds and bodies of people every-

These men are In nil ]>rob«biIlly more Ihnn 
qualified, but their activity on the oniu- 
pn.s also stands as a handicap, for the 
roasou that they arc Mn«bl« to dévoie 
tlirnvselvos fully to the administration of 
college affairs. 

The epithet of 'interlocking dircolors" 
hj^s often been hurled at the hcnd.s of men 
who monopolize the most important posi- 
tion.'s, and make these positions their .sole 
and exoliisivc projipity. The concentra- 
tion of executive positions in the hands of 
a few men is detrimental to the Iwst In. 
terests of the university. Some of tlipse 
men. however unselfish and altruistic, find 
it physically impossible to fulfill ndequntoly 
ih<» resiwusilde posts to which thoy have 
boon elected or apiwlntod. 

For those reasons it Is incrensingly 
imiîortant that a certain amount of de- 
ecntmlization be offei't<Ml in the coming 
campus elections. There are many capable 
and efficient mon who go through rollcge 
without ever holding an office of import- 
ance. These men are needed. It is these 
men who should be nominated, and these 
men eventually elected. This would remove 
the onus of carrying on student activities 
froni the shoulders of a few overworked 
executives, and would further allow of 
greater jMirticlpation in college life by 
more people. 

Keep this in mind when nominating 
for faculty executive, and later when 
electing officers. Nominate men whom 
you think will ably and efficiently per- 
form their duties.
